1997  Montana  Occupational  Wage  Survey  Methodology 

Data  in  this  publication  come  from  the  Occupational  Employment  Statistics  (OES)  wage  survey.  The  OES 
survey  is  an  annual  mail  survey  measuring  occupational  employment  and  occupational  wage  rates  for  wage 
and  salary  workers  in  nonfarm  establishments.  The  wage  rates  in  the  publication  were  produced  by  the 
Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics  Occupational  Employment  Statistics  program  in  cooperation  with  the  Montana 
Department  of  Labor  and  Industry's  Office  of  Research  and  Analysis,  which  collects  and  analyzes  the  data. 
The  survey  excludes  the  self-employed,  owners/partners  of  unincorporated  firms  and  unpaid  family 
workers.  Included  in  this  publication  are  the  publishable  wage  rates  for  Montana  for  the  1996  (wages 
updated  to  1997)  and  1997  survey  rounds,  combined. 

Average  or  Mean  Hourly  and  Annual  Wages 

The  average  hourly  and  annual  wage  rates  referred  to  in  this  publication  are  the  mean  wages. 

Most  employees  are  paid  at  an  hourly  rate  by  their  employers  and  may  work  less  than  or  more  than  40 
hours  per  week.  The  annual  wage  estimates  in  this  publication  are  calculated  by  multiplying  the  mean 
wage  by  a  year-round,  flill-time  hours  figure  of  2,080  hours  per  year  (52  weeks  times  40  hours).  Thus,  the 
annual  wage  estimates  may  not  represent  the  actual  annual  pay  received  by  the  employee. 

There  are  a  small  number  of  occupations  where  only  an  annual  wage  figure  is  provided.  The  workers  in 
these  occupations  are  paid  based  on  an  annual  amount,  but  generally  work  less  than  the  usual  2,080  hours 
per  year.  Since  the  survey  does  not  collect  the  actual  hours  worked,  the  hourly  rate  cannot  be  calculated 
with  a  reasonable  degree  of  confidence  from  the  annual  wages.  For  this  reason,  only  the  annual  salary  is 
reported  for  the  occupations.  These  occupations  are  marked  by  an  asterisk  in  the  hourly  wage  column. 
Occupations  that  typically  have  a  work  year  of  less  than  2,080  hours  include  musical  and  entertainment 
occupations,  flight  attendants  and  pilots,  and  teachers.
